I have explained why it Is bet- 
ter for the average adult to eat 
twice a day than three or four 
times. 
All authorities

that eating between meals Is 
Injurious, because the stomach 
does not have an opportunity to 
rest or to fully dispose .of one 
meal before another is taken. 
For the same reason the best 
results are obtained when the 
meals are further 
apart than 


four- hours. Therefor* the two- 
meal-a-day plan, advocated 
by 


many health reformers and now
